To Keep America American 


‘(Mo promote wider public understanding of the Ameri- 
ean free enterprise system.’’ 

That is the object of a new movement being started in 
this nation. Perhaps the leaders of the movement were in- 
spired to act in an effort to counteract the mass of prope- 
ganda being freely distributed in America about the isms 
and subversive philosophy from certain European nations. 

Speaking of the plan to keep Americans sold on America, 
Henry W. von Morpurgo of San Francisco says: ‘‘It 18 
based on the inherent right of an American to build. a busi- 
ness, expand it, take risks and make investments. It pro- 
poses to keep for free Americans the things that have made 
them great. ; 

“The perpetuation of the American system of free en- 
terprise is not merely a matter of selfish interest to busi- 
nessmen. Events abroad have shown that neither civil lib- 
erties nor representative democracy can exist side by side 
with a controlled economy. Economic discussions are the 
order of the day everywhere. It is our. desire to supply 
pertinent information factually, fully and without bias.”’ 

Well, most of us are ready to talk about the American 
system. After listening for years to discussions of every 
type of ‘‘economy’’, listening to zealots of every variety, it 
will be a welcome change to listen to representative Amer- 
jeans and to hear the heartbeat of American democracy,

Q—In buying clearance’ lights 
for my trailer, how can I tell if 
they are of an approved type? 

A—Ask the dealer to show you 
the list of approved devices, All 
reputable dealers handle only 
products that have been tested 
and approved by the Department 
of Motor Vehicles. 

Q—For over one week a small 
automobile has been parked at 
the street curb of a vacant lot 
adjoining our home. I believe it 
may be a stolen car. What should 
I do about it? : 

A—As a good citizen it is your 
duty to phone the police, giving 
them ‘the license plate number, 
location of car, ete. Then, if it 
is stolen or abandoned, they can 
take action provided by law. 

Q—My daughter is 18 years of 
age and married. Her operator's 
license which we signed for two 
years ago has expired and’ she 
wishes to secure a new one. Is 
it necessary for a married wo- 
man who is 18 years of age to 
secure her parents’ consent? 

A—Section 350 of the Vehicle 
Code (a) says: For the purposes 
of this section, all persons under 
21 years of age, except persons 
18 years of age or over who have
